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THE BUDGET. 
(Continued from Page 1.) 


In introducing the estimates the Premier said: 

Mr, Speaker: — It has fallen to miy lot to present a statement 
of the revenne of this Provinee for this year, and also some ex- 
planation of the estimates whieh are presented to this House. I 
realize the difficulty of my position, this being the first “budget 
speech, as it is known, to be defivered in this Provinee. (Applatse.) 
It is the custom for Provincial Treasurers ‘to largely confine ‘their 
explanations in this matter to a comparison between the reverries 
and expenditures for the previous year with the revenues and ex- 
penditures of the year in which the estimates are presented, 
am in that position today that | have no previous year to compare 
the revenues and expenditures. ‘We have only commenced to do 
business in this Province, and on that account there is no oppor- 
tunity given to make a comparison with preious years. 

In the first place it devolves upon me to explain to you the 
revenue of the present year to give you some idea us to the source 
of same, and afterwards I shall have some observations to take 
on the proposed expenditure. 

Previous to the formation of the Territories into Provinces the 
Territorial! Government prepared estimates of expenditures that 
were presented to the government at Ottawa, and each year they 
requested from the Dominion Government a grant equal te whet 
they proposed to expend less the amount that they expected to de- 
rive from lo¢al sources. ‘There was no fixed income: ne fixed rev- 
enve or subsidy from the Federal authorities at that time, but our 
position as a Provinee is different from this, we have a fixed sub- 
sidy conferréd upon us under the Alberta Act. (Applause. 

It might be of interest to the House to learn the amount that 
the territorial administration received from time to time from the 
Federal government for the purpose of carrying on their work. I 
give this to the House to show that the West is growing, and how 
the grants were increased vear by year in order to meet the require- 
meénts necessitated by the rapid growth of the country: 

In the year 1892 the Dominion Government 
granted to the North-West Territories...

I have stated, Mr. Speaker, that under the Alberta Act we now 
receive a fixed subsidy from the Dominion Government, and that 
rant inereases with ‘the growth of population, (Applause.) We 
receive for legislation a fixed sum of $50,000.00 each year, but this 
amount does not increase wifh the extension of population, We 
receive on Capital account, on account of our starting business 
without a debt, $405,375.00, and this is a fixed amount which we 
receive each year so long as we exist as a Province. (Applause.) 
On an estimated population of two hundred and fifty thousand 
at eighty cents per head, we receive the stim of $200,000.00. —(Ap- 
plause.) This amount increases with the growth of population 
until the pomilation of the Province reaches eight hundred thous- 
and, when we receive $640,000.00, (Loud applause.) We are 
also given a grant in lieu of lands on the estimated population, 
two hundred and tifty thousand, the sum of $375,000.00, and when 
such population reaches four hundred thousand we receive 8562,- 
500.00, (Loud applause.) When our population reaches eight 
hundred thousand, the sum payable shall be $750,000.00, | (Ap- 
planse.) When the population reaches one million, two hundred 
thousand, we receive $1,125,000. (Applause.) When we receive 
our maximum subsidy from the Dominion Government we receive

i further ought to explain that for a period of five years in 
lieu of public lands, paid by Canada to the Province annually by 
half yearly payments, in advance, for five years from the time the 
Alberta Act confes into force, to provide for the construction of 
necessary public buildings, the sum of $93.750,.00, amounting in 
all for five years to $468,750.00. (Applause. 

All the provinces of Canada receive annually a subsidy, pay- 
able half yearly in advance from the Dominion Government, and 
this vear, 1906, the Federal Administration pays out in subsidies 
to the provinéial governments the sum of $6,726,372.88. Of this 
the Provinee of Ontario receives $1.339,287.28

So much for an-explanation showing the source of the greater 
amount of our provincial revenue, 

Now, Mr. Speaker, this Government took office in the month of 
September, 1905, and during the four months of last year we re- 
ceived a certain revenue and incurred certain expenditures, and 1 
think in order to make my statement plain that | should mtimate 
to you the amount of revenue we received during that time, ‘and 
also explain our expenditure during these four months. The amount 
received in September last vear from the Dominion Government 
was the sum of $515,187.50. On account of public buildings trust 
the sum of $46,875.00, and the grant received for the construction 
df public bnildings we have placed in the trast fund inthe bank, 
keeping that account separate from the general Tevenne, (Ap- 
plause.) We received from the liquidator of the North-West Terri- 
iories the sum of $102,775.42. 1 might add that the Domimen 
Government appointed a liquidator to liquidate the affairs of the 
Government of the North-West Territories, and fhe antount to the 
eredit of the Territories was divided equally between the two Pro- 
vinces. (Applause.) From other sources we received the sum of 
$18,215.00. A total revenue for four months of last vear of $683,- 
052.92. (Applanse.) According to the estrmates presented a tew 
days ago we expended during that time $162,722.93, leaving a sur- 
plus at the end of last vear of $520,529.99, (Loud ayrplattse. ) 

We started at the commencenient of this vear with a surplus 
to credit of general revenne account of $4173.952.64. Surplus from 
1905 on public building account of $47,077.35, (Applanse.) This 
is a little more than half of the grant of $93,750.00 that we receive 
(ach vear, but we derive interest from the bank on that amount. 

Loud applause. )

We also estimate that we will receive on interest of moneys 
from the sale of school lands the sum of $47,000.00, and this will 
be a growing fund. I might be permitted, Mr. Speaker, to read to 


vou the section of the Dominion Lands Act under whieh we receive 


aan 


this revenue: Section 20, sub-section 4 of this Aeét, dated 1883, 
reads as fellows: 
“Provided also that all moneys from time to time realized 

“from the sale of school lands shall be invested in Dorninion 

“securities to form a school fund and the interest arising there- 

“from after deducting the cost of management shall be paid 

“annually to the Government of the Provinee -or Territory 

“within Which such lands ave situated towards the support of 

“public schools therein. And the money so paid to be dis- 

“tributed for that purpose by the Government of such Pro- 

“vince or Territory, in. such manner as may by it be deemed 

“most expedient.” (Applause. ) 

We estimate, Mr, Speaker, the amount that we will receive 
under the railway tax bill the sum of $160,000.00, and it is ex- 
pected that from land registration offices a revenue will be received 
of $50,000.00, and from other sources the sum of $100,000.00. (A p- 
plause.) The other sonrees from which we derive this $190,000.00 
are in part as follows: Auctioneers’ and pedlars’ license fees, 
marriage licenses, veterinary surgeons licenses, certificates under 
provincial seal, incorporation, registration and license fees under 
foreigy companies ordinance, notary, commissions. succession duty, 
hotel liquor licenses, dining car, commercial travellers, perniits and 
‘ines, engineers, steam boilers, redemption fees, brands, vital sta- 
tistics, registration. game licenses, gazette, sale of ordinances, ete. 
(Applause.) I might state that if we see fit we can very well sup- 
plement the soutce ffom which we will derive revenue in the fut- 
wre, and I'think it wotild only be right and proper that we might 
tax lands outside of school districts for school purposes. (Loud 
applause.) Most of the provinces of the Dominion receive a Tey- 
enue from other soureces—from corporations other than railways. 
Insurance companies, banks, incorporated companies, loan com- 
panies, navigation companies, telegraph companies, telephone com- 
panies, tramway companies, etc., pay a revenue in the different 
provinces of the confederation. and I do not see why we should 
not receive a revenue from these sources. (Applause.) However, 
all these matters will be taken into consideration between now and 
the second session of this Legislature. (Hear, hear.) 

Now, Mr. Speaker, lest the House may have forgotten the trend 
of my remarks, 1 will recapitulate some of the figures T have sub- 
mitted : :

$250,000.00 advanced to creameries. This amount is placed there 
so fhat we can issue Cheques for the payment to the creameries, 
but we expect to receive every cent of this back. (Applause.) De- 
duét this amount from the estimated expenditure, $1.968,081.67 it 
will leave an expenditure for this vear of $1,718,081.67, leaving a 
very modest surplus of $283,373.32 (applause) with the additional 
revenue estimated from mrailways, interest on school lands and 
(Loud applause.)

Now, Mr. Speaker, with regard to the proposed expenditures for the year | Edmonton, Alberta. 


1906, I might offer a few remarks: 

Under the head of Civil Government we propose to expend $127,806.67, 
which largely covers the salaries and expenses of the departments and of- 
fices in connection with the administration. Remuneration to the Cabinet 
will amount to $21,000.00. I do not know whether the salaries proposed to 
pay to the Ministers of the Crown are moderate or not,—I think myself 
they are fair. In Ontario Ministers of the Crown are paid $35,000.00. Un- 
der the head of legislation it is expected that we will expend $29,425.00. This 
includes the indemnity and expenses of members of this legislature. We 
have increased duties and expenses in connection with the administration of 
justice over and above the estimate of the old territorial government. We 
will now have charge of criminal prosecutions and maintenance, and many 
matters in connection with the department of justice which we did not have 
jurisdiction over before. (Hear, hear). Under the head of maintenance and 
transportation of insane, $39,000.00, and for the maintenance and transpor- 
tation of prisoners $41,000.00. ‘Salaries of the clerks of the court $15,000.00. 
Salaries and maintenance of registry otfices $30.000.00, and the license branch 
which wili be under the department of the attorney general, to conduct will 
require an outlay of $8,700.00. 

It is proposed to make a large expenditure this year in connection with 


; public works, and I think this House will agree with me that this de- 


; partment is in very good hands for the 
; (Loud applause.) 


expenditure of public moneys. 
We expect to expend on public works in this Province 
this year the sum of $96,000.00. More than half the total amount of our 
expenditure. As a Provinee we will have to undertake the construction of 
provincial buildings and also the construction of roads and bridges, that 
come under this important department. (Applause.) 

There is an item of $20,000.00 for legislative and departmental build- 
ings. This embraces the amount that we will have to pay for rental of of- 
fices. 

Koring for Water and Public Wells, $15,000.00. In Northern Alberta 
there is no difficulty in obtaining water, but in some other sections of the 
Province there is great difficulty in obtaining a supply of water, and it 
has been the custom under the old territorial regime in the past to make 


provision in this matter, and we tnerefore consider it our duty to give 
encouragement to this object. (Applause.) 
For ditches and drains we propose io expend $20,000.00. 


Maintenance and repairs of Public Works $50,000.00. 

And for the construction of roada and bridges $500,000.00. 
plaugse.) 

$267,000.00 of this latter amount will likely go towards the construction 
of bridges (applause), and the balance for roads. I might Mr. Speaker, be 
permitted ,to point out some of the :lems under the expenditure for bridges. 
it is proposed to construct a bridge near Calgary on the Bow River at a cost 
of $50,000.00. (Appiause.) Over «me Old Man river in the Pincher Creek dis- 
trict we will construct a bridge at a cost of $20,000.00. Rosebud, where my 
honorable friend on the Oppogition side of the House comes from, has not 
been overlooked, and we provose to build a bridge on the little Red Deer 
river at a cost of $10,000.Wu. (Applause). In the Sturgeon district on the 
Sturgeon river, and the Battle River bridges at Wetaskiwin, there is a pro- 
pasei expenditure of $10,000.00 for each district. On the South Saskatche- 
wan river in Medicine Hat, itis proposed to construct a bridge at an ex- 
penditure of $50,000.00. (Applause). This will give the House an idea of the 
larger expenditures in connection with bridges. 

in the southern part of Alberta 1 believe more expensive bridges 
are required than in the north, and provincial moneys wilt, therefore go to 
a large extent to improve roads and construct smaller bridges in this part 
of the country (Applause). We cannot, however, undertake to expend the 
game amount in eacn year, but it is hoped in the course of a series of years 
there will be a very much smaller amount required. (Hear, hear.) 

We expect, Mr. Speaker, to commence the erection of a Normal School 
in the city of Calgary. (Applause). I might be permitted to add that the 
location of a Normal Schooi is the iirst provincial building that the Gov- 
ernmeni has selected or -lecated in this Province. (Applause). We do noi 
expect that the purchase of a site and the erection of a proper and sub- 
stantial building will cost only $85,000.00. We fully expect that the Nor- 
mal School when completed will cost at least in the neignborhood of $115,000 
or $120,000.00. (Applause). [ think any public buildings to be erected shouid 
be of a gubsiantiai character, and we propose to build a substantial Nor- 
mal School building in tha ci¢y a? “cal ghry that will be a credit to 
Province. (Applause). 
the purchase of asite-for a cold storage building. We hope the creamery in- 
dustry will grow in this Province, and Iam sure it is bound to grow to 
su¢hanextent that there will be more distributing points required i 


connection with the business in the course of a few. years. (Applause.) 


(Loud ap- 


There is an item of $140,000.00 for tne construction of parliament buildings. | 


I presume as the capital question is now decided that we can very weli 
proceed with ‘the erection of the legislative buildings. We 
hign rental for necessary government accommodation now, and the sooner 
we have our own buildings constructed the better for all concerned. (Ap- 
plause.) We do not expect, however, that the parliament buildings which we 
will erect will be constructed forthe sum of $140,000.00 l(Hear, hear.) It 
is estimated by the government that we will expend probably the sum of 
$400,000.00 or $500,600.00 in the erection of legislative buildings. (Loud ap- 


plause.) 


erect a building that will meet the present requirements, and a structure 
that can be added to when the necessity arises. (Applause.) 

There is no -Court House in the town of Cardston, and we propose this 
year, Mr. Speaker to erect a building of this nature there. (Applause). 
Judges have been complaining of the accommodation there, and we have ap- 
propriated the sum of $10,000.00 for this purpose. (Applause.) There is no 
Court House in the city, or what will bea city in the course or two or 
three days, of Wetaskiwin, and we intend to purchase a site for a Court 
House at that point. (Applause.) Hon. members are quite aware that there 
are Court Houses in a number of the towns throughout the Province that 
have been erected by the Dominion Government, so that we will not have to 
undertake the erection of Court Houses to a very great extent. (Hear. 
hear.) The item of $15,000,00 in the estimates for the purchase ef a Court
